REMARKS OH TABLE KHXVES. 

The same rale applies to Table Cutlery as to all-other 
Cutting Instruments, viz . that they must be frequently 
sharpened. A servant who understands knife cleaning will, 
before taking them off the board, draw them brkskly, a few 
times, from back to edge, (raising the back a little,) first 
on one side then onthe other, ana thus produce an excel¬ 
lent edge: whereas a clumsy inexperienced hand will 
(by not holding them flat to the board,) contrive to give 
the best steel so dull an edge, that one might almost “ Hide 
to Romford** on it. Hence the necessity of an efficient 
Steel, in using which, care should be taken to raise the 
back of the knife a quarter of inch from the Steel.

Moat Gentlemen who travel (particularly in foreign parte) are 
desirous to be as little eneumbered as possible.

(and advantageous by too) by first wetting the beard with the 
aba vine brash, then rubbing a cake of soap over U. and afterwards 
by means of the brush and a tittle more water raising a lather, 
which, in efficacy and facility of shaving, wlB far surpass all 

0t A e amsU piece of Naples soap, the else of a pea, spread on the 
chin will, with the assistance of the brush aoda little water, pro¬ 
duce a similar result. 
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Indeed* to all shavers, I recommend this, whether travelling or 
Dot, ju (he beat ntaiu^f easy ibevlag ; for how frequently is 
time wasted In raising a lather iu the dtah (where it is not wanted) 
la lieu of doing It on the fact, where a good deal of friction and 
soap is indispetuubly necessary. 

One trial alone of the shore plsn will bring cooriction to the 
most strenuous advocate of the dish eystem. 

It may be as well to remark that* to arold haring the lather 
thick or thin in the tstrsms, 1 dip my brush in water, glring it a 
gentle shake, which throws off the superfluity, and leases enough 
to raise the soap on the face to a consistent lather that will remain. 

Where the soap is glutinous, the surface of brerd extensive* or 
the brush small, a second or eran third recourse to the baeln may 
be necessary during the process. The cake of soap quickly rube 
away on the face* the beard acting aa a Ale, 

I think I may remark that, generally spaaklng, there is foe 
much rubbing in the dish, and too little on the face. 

DIRECTIONS FOR USING 

“““■wamw*™' 

Be sure first tp scraps of all the Old Composition from the 
Strop,'which may be easily done with the back of a knife. Then 
rub the (Jake of Pasts lightly orfr the Strop till It ia covered, ob¬ 
serving that the smallest quantity that will do this is suffi¬ 
cient (too much wlU make It lie in ridges.) After this rub the 
enrface quite smooth with anything round and smooth, such as 
a quili, |he round back of a rasor, or the Anger. It will be At 
for nae iu 24 hours. Always rtrop your Ra tor after shaving to prep 
went rust on the edge > taking care to press most on the back and 
the edge will follow. Fresh Paste should be applied once a mouth. 

In turning the Rasor In stropping, be aure to keep the back 
down to the Strop, changing at the same time the position ef 
your band and arm. both which must act freely ae high as the 
elbow. A cramped band does uot answer foretrepplog a rasor pro¬ 
perly ; e light, free, brisk action far surpasses a dull heavy stroke. 

When the Strop becomes notched or uueven, it is no longer At 
for use. In fact, ao easily are the Teeth of a good rasor disturbed, 
that only onee stropping it on an improper composition will de¬ 
stroy its fine edge and make it painful to shave with. If you 
shave from heel, to point of the Razor, strop it from point to 
heel; hut if you begin with the point, then strop from heel to 
point. Those who have not one of MECHI’S SCIENTIFIC 
STROPS, will do well before shaving to strop the Rasor on tbs 
fleshy part of the hand, and then upon a small piece of dry clean 
wegb leather (plate leatheT.) 

A Razor that is badly ternpered^eaa.never maintain its floe edge 
eveu daring one shaving. The practice of pressing on the edge era 
Razor in stropping, generally rounds it. It should be directed to 
the back, which must never be raised f ork the Strop. It would

be better nbt to e^dp yourRator at allj than to do so hastily or 
carelessly {when thy Bator Is once In good condition a few stroke* 
on the Strop lilllkOep it aoi with a stlflTbeard ; but for a light 
end tender face, stropping onee or twice a week is sufficient; bur 
the band or wash leather should be used every day. ’ If you only 
once phi away your Razor wlthoat 1 ttropping Or otherwise 
cleansing the edge; ybu must no lodger expect to share well, 
the soap and'damp so soon met the fine teeth or edge. A piece of 
plate leather should be nlwayri kept with the ftitots.

u The 1 method ot borafng a raxorhns a material influence in 

shading although back aou edge is the Usual way, I am deci¬ 
dedly tif opifabn that it is v£ry inte.lor to holding the tang or end 
■Of* th^ EiiorV^ofhoeween the two fore fingers and thumb, which 
prevents the vdtcilhtioii, that would otherwise take place from 
the 1 resistance of a stiff beard, and which the first mentioned prin¬ 
ciple of holding crinnot avoid. You ure «lso less liable to cuts, 
the control Over the Rator being more effective. That this hat 
been the opinion of others, perhaps better judge*’than myself, 
inay be Evinced by Observing that a few of the old fashioned Ra¬ 
zors iV^e tobghed bn each tide instead of back and edge. 

'Never fUll to well wash your beard with soap and cold water ^ 
rind rub itdrtf immediately, before you apply the lather, of which 
the more yoU uieIhe easier you will share.
